TN the firſt place, He can Prophecie. I mean not as our Ma-

3 He is endued with the gift of Languages, which yet he hath 
the art to hide very well. For with a kinde of generous conf- 
dence he mourus the Table and rhe cupboard, under a pretence of 
courting his Maſter, and by that cunning meanes hath higeare 
oftner then his Barber hath:for the Prince taketh bur little care of 
his head.

whart they were, fo that they'hurt him no more then the plague- 
plaiſter, ſent inthe Letterdid Mr. Pyw.. That which they ſay of 
him, that he uſually fers is mouth as «trap, and cateheth bullets 
as they flie, (though you ſhall never ſce him, but with a brace 
hanging under his taile,as if he had but lately ſwallowed them, & 
were ſtil ready to void therupon my creditic is a meere ſlander. 
But it js moſt certaine that hee doth things neareas ftrange. Fox 
when his Maſter the Prince hath forgotto put his characters be- 
tween his ſhirt and his skin, ſome bullets he blows by , others hee 
breakes the force of ſo'that they either.no more touch him, then 
if they-were aimed at the edge of apenknife, or if they doe, doe 
him no more harm then they would have 'done, if he had his 
charaRers about him. He is of too much valour himſelf; and 
though what my L. Brooks told you ina ſpeech at Gaild Bad, a- 
bout our very Dogs being killed, be in the thing true enough, yet 
notwithſtanding his Lp. hath wrotea booke of truth, by his ta- 
your 1 muſt tell him he was miſtaken inthe perſon that did the ex- 
ecution ; for upon my word, the Kings men killed our men,and 
none but the Princes Dog killed our Dogs.

falſe Informations, and carrics them true , and certainly no one 
elſe infuſeth into the Apprentices what they ſhould doe for the 
King,and what againſt my Lord Say.This he doth himſelf.

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upon my certain knowledge he doth uſually break a black cloud 


. about Prince Rupert too , in which hee goes as inviſible as our 
Church,or our Faitn doth,or as our Charity ſhould. And by this 
myſticall meanes it was, that the Prince ſooften paſſed our 
Guards undiſcovered, and by ſo many diſguiſes entred thoſe 

Townes of Ours, which the dook to that purpoſe ſets down very 

edifyingly. By this meanes he was the Applemanat Dunſwore- 

heath the Netſeller in Coventry,and the Old woman in Warwick: 

By this meanes he is all things and nothing,and no doubt is often 

at our common- Councell in Zeaon, marking out ſome of Our 

Citizens for death, and ſome of their wives for life, ſome of our 

Aldermen for plunder,8 ſome perhaps for ſport: Which tokens 

becauſe they proceed from the aſſiſtance of this Dogge, and are

as well as the Bearers themſelves did : But, what was moſt re- 
markeable; when that Juditious and Alderman-like Clauſe came

Dogge prefled the little Princes foot fo hard, that hee was for-

Anthelms, and markes the 
Tune,as if there were Do&rineand Ule in it, and af he could write 
ſhort hand, wichour allperadyenturc he would take it,' as {ome 
of our great Ladies doe Sermons now in Zoxndow. |

3-LIrft, (Iremember I rold you betore of his Mafters kiſſing 
him , but notofhis way of wooing him,) Prince Ruper8 
never courts him wichout an exprefſe:deteftation of the Round- 
heads, ſo thathe commanly takes the name of Gods Children in 
vaine. How much better were ir to court him with Yea,and Nay, 
then to uſe ſuch Blaſphemies and Profanarions £ But the Repro» 
bate Dog rakes it all ſo-well, that he is not-pleaſed with any one 
that ſpeakes to hinvcivilly , or accofts him otherwiſe then Ca- 
valier-like.

Tis abſerved that moſt of the 
Gentlemen rhat were kilted at Zdgebil had injured the Dogges 
reputation ſome way or other, and forgot to-give him ſatisfaion 
before they went to the Buttell. The Lo: Ta:#'did but ſpeak an- 
grily to him, and the ſame morning was ſhorinthe mouth for it.

{elf neyer dines nor fups, but continually he feeds him. And with 
what think you ? eyen wich Rutaps and Sideſmenof Capons, and 
ſuch Chriſtianlike morcells.

werfe fomichwiukthe 'Kings Children , 'Iefthe raughethem to 
{wearc'before theyknew what an oath was.
